1 . Claims 1 -36 are pending. Claims 1 -36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Koeppel (U. S. Patent 6,477,575) teaches a Web server 
presents a Web page including content to a plurality of users, via browser applications 
located at each user's client site. While each user views the site, detailed activities by 
each user are collected in a client side data store located in each client site. 

In regarding to independent claims 1,13 and 25, Koeppel taken either 
individually or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
controlling information gathered by data collection agencies in an electronic transaction 
comprising selecting a persona facet by a user, wherein said persona facet selected 
comprises a use selectable information selected by the user to be exposed in said 
electronic transaction; connecting to a web site by a web browser, sending said 
selected persona facet to said web site by said web browser during said electronic 
transaction; receiving information about said user stored in a database from said web 
site if said web site recognizes said persona facet; and updating said information about 
said user stored, in said database. In the present application, it requires the database 
at the website to store all user web site activities whereas Koeppel stores all the web 
site activities in a client side data store. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
